Lack Of Inhibitions 


Remarkable In Show

Artists today seem desperate 
to find ways of r i d d i n g 
themselves of programmed in­ 
hibitions 
and other 
assorted 
hangups which prevent them 
from expressing “ their thing.” 
However, the local artists in i hill and their bases conform 


from dead things that once grew 
there. 
Not only is their logic at­ 
tractive. 
it 
is 
really 
very 
reasonable. If. for instance, you 
build a group of buildings on a 
to 


red rabbit, plus a few rare 
species such as the navy-blue 
horned and bug-eyed ball with 
sawtooth fringe around its ver­ 
dant tace and snout. 
But real is relative, and it 
depends on how much an artist 
makes you believe and enjoy it. 
These do. And so it shouldn't 
bother anyone that the oldest' 
artist of the group is 12 years of 
age. 
Nor should it bother anyone j 
that this show’ is the result of a j 
Marin Museum Association proj- j 
ect sending 200 well - trained j 
volunteers into Marin’s schools ; 
to teach the basics of color, tex­ 
tile Marin Museum Association- 
sponsored 
show 
t h r o u g h ; 
February at the Civic Center 
just aren’t bothered by that sort j 
of problem. True, there’s a i 
rather 
noticeable 
lack 
o f 
technical 
skill, 
control 
and 
perfection of style. But "hat 
they say. they state with a 
freedom and directness that is 
strictly personal. 
Even in this huge group show 
(160 pieces in all) there is no 
6pecial trend. Perhaps the most I 
consistent subgroup within it is | 
devoted to rick rack, yarn and 
seam binding combined 
into 
a b s t r a c t d e s i g n s and 
coordinated with fine line draw­ 
ing that hints of psychedelic in­ 
fluences. 
But neither these nor any of 
the other works are slave to 
fashion. Though some artists, 
with their heavy rainbows of 
color, 
seem 
to 
be 
building 
toward hard-edge. theirs is more 
the jagged-edge variety. And 
geometric shapes are seldom 
crisp or hard. The paint in these 
usually bleeds the line or the 
form is made softly with torn 
paper or a crumpled gum wrap­ 
per. 
Actually, 
these artists 
are 
unfettered even by conventional 
logic. 
The 
reasoning 
t h e y 
employ is purely their own and 
when it's so a t t r a c t i v e l y 
presented, who’s to argue that 
alpacas and elephants aren't 
made of cut-up magazine pic­ 
tures, nor gardens constructed 


eloquently tor the project. 
It’s a heaithy b e g i n n i n g , 
anyway, for what one child 
scrawled in rippling mud-brown 
fingerpamt across her paper:

The vast majority of refugees 
in Vietnam, Schell said, are 
fleeing American bombing and 
artillery, not the Viet Cong. 
He said the Army's 1 Corps 
had made a “ free fire zone” of 
most of one northern province, 
meaning troops and fliers can 
attack at will anything that 


moves in me area. 
"It's hard to say you're for 
American involvement in Viet­ 
nam alter seeing how we've 
mismanaged it.” Nighswonger 
said. “ But I am for . . .

blamed mismanagement of the 
situation on our military and 
civilian bureaucracies. 


PESSIMISTIC OUTLOOK

They hope 
this will cause a reduction m 
the wind speed by spreading j 
the storm's energy over a larg­ 
er area. 
The meteorologists also heard

tempting to more accurately 
predict the coming and going of 
the m o n s o o n season in the 
southern part of V i e t n a m 
around Saigon.

Brundage went on: 
“ Those who assert there are 
no longer any amateurs and 
who with a wave of the hand 
wish to dismiss the distinction 
between amateurs display only 
their ignorance. 
“ It is true that amateurism is 
a matter of conscience and diffi­ 
cult to define, but it is precious 
things like friendship, love and 
charity and the world would be 
a dismal place without it.” 
Brundage added: 
“ When a skier insists on being 


photographed 
showing 
the 
brand of his skis we can be sure 
there is a reason, even if we 
cannot prove it. 
“ Those who are secretly on 
the payrolls of manufacturers, 
those who surreptitiously accept 
valuable presents which are the 
same as cash, those who are 
paid by commercial institutions 
or winter resorts and used for 
advertising purposes with no 
work to do are not eligible for 
the Olympic Games. 
“ If they sign the Olympic en­ 


try forms they at e being and if 
they are dishonest in sport, they 
are likely to be dishonest else­ 
where. It is neither smart nor 
clever to cheat and they are not 
fooling anyone merely because 
their dishonesty cannot be prov­ 
en. 
“ If an individual wants to 
make money by reason of his 
athletic ability it is for him to 
decide, but. he should admit his 
professional status publicly and 
with pride and not pretend to be

The taxpayers, man and wife, own­ 
ed and operated two ranches and had 
been living on them. These ranches 
were operated as an individual --------- 
proprietorship. The taxpayers 
paid and deducted the cost of 
meals and lodging that they 
furnished to their v a r i o u s 
employees: but of course, they 
could not deduct their o w t i living 
costs 
since 
they owned 
the 
business. 
The 
taxpayers 
incorporated 
the ranches and immediately 
elected to be taxed under sub- 
chapter S. This means thete was 
no corporate tax to pay since the 
profit or loss flows through the 
corporation to the taxpayers.

Mob Violence Adds 
To Ugly Strike Spread 


Mob destruction of printing equip­ 
ment in the Walnut Creek plant of the 
Contra Costa Times and 
Concord 
Transcript brings into sharp and ugly 
focus a situation in C a l i f o r n i a 
newspaper publishing that is no less 
harmful to the public than to the 
publishers. 
This is a tendency tor labor disputes 
to be extended beyond those actually 
involved, and even into other cities. 
The plant in Walnut Creek has been 
picketed for months in a dispute with 
t h e 
International 
Typographical 
Union. But the violence that broke out 
Tuesday was linked, not to its own 
labor troubles but to those of the far­ 
away Los Angeles Herald-Examiner. 
A throng of about 250 gathered 
outside the plant. Then, according to 
publisher Dean Lesher. 35 to 40 of 
them invaded the building. They dump­ 
ed type, smashed typesetting machines 
and engraving equipment. 


W H Y THE ATTACK? Said Lesher. 
“ I understand the theory is that we 
have been helping the Los Angeles 
Herald-Examiner. which is untrue." 
The Los Angeles strike was started 
last October by the A m e r i c a n 
Newspaper Guild. Mechanical unions 
subsequently 
joined 
the 
walkout. 
Nevertheless the paper has continued 
to publish. 
Walnut Creek is the scene of the sec­ 
ond spillover of this dispute into the 
Bay Area. The first came on Jan. 4 
when the San Francisco Newspaper 
Guild put “ sympathy" pickets outside 
the printing plant of San Francisco s 
two 
daily newspapers. T h i s was 
promptly followed by a Mailers Union 
strike that closed both papers. They 
are still closed. 
San Francisco is not alone in being 
deprived of daily newspapers by labor 
trouble. A much bigger city. Detroit, 
has been without its daily papers — 
except for a “ vulture press" sheet 
financed by officials of the Teamsters

In New 
York City, three newspapers shrank to 
none in the wake of a prolonged strike. 
After the shutdown, the weakened 
Herald - Tribune, Journal - American, 
and World-Telegram and Sun 'each 
already the result of mergers, as the 
hyphenated names indicate) decided to 
merge into a single daily. And that 
one. the World Journal Tribune, lived 
only briefly. Thousands of jobs thus 
vanished. 
Every day that no newspaper ap­ 
pears. business in the city suffers. 
Every day that no newspaper ap­ 
pears, the people lack information on 
which they have come to depend. No 
other medium can fill the lack. 
Wild rumors grow in the absence of 
a dependable source of news. Crime in­ 
creases. The city's life deteriorates. 


W HATEVER THE MERITS of the 
various unions’ disputes a g a i n s t 
publishers in San Francisco or Detroit, 
they can scarcely balance against the 
damage to the business community, to 
the public, to the very life of the city 
that results from the shutdown of 
newspapers. 
And even if it were true — which is 
certainly highly unlikely — that the 
Walnut Creek publisher sent strike 
breakers to Los Angeles, that cannot 
justify mob violence. 
Such violence 
can 
only 
damage 
the 
hard-won 
recognition of organized labor s role in 
our societv.

WASHINGTON - The more 
than 400 captured American 
fliers being held by North Viet­ 
nam have become the center 
of the biggest ransom demand 
in history. 
Hanoi’s price for the release 
of these American prisoners 
could run upward to a half 
billion dollars. 
Hanoi has offered to open 
talks on an exchange-of-prison- 
ers if the U.S. will suspend its 
air attacks during the negotia­ 
tions. U.S. exploration of this 
C o m m u n i s t feeler, which 
carried no assurance that any 
of the U.S. prisoners would 
be released, turned up the ran­ 
som joker. 
According 
to 
U.S. 
intelli­ 
gence. the North Vietnamese 
representative in Romania re­ 
sponsible for the feeler now 
says negotiations must include 
the amount of money the U.S. 
is to pay for American bomb 
damage. 
When questioned about what 
this figure might be. the North 
Vietnamese diplomat estimated 
the present cost at “ more than 
$500 million” — or more than 
$1 million a prisoner. 


SO FAR. U.S. officials have 
neither accepted nor rejected 
Hanoi's feeler, in an effort to 
keep this channel open for fur­ 
ther d i s c u s s i o n s . Unlike 
Hanoi’s other highly publicized 
peace feelers, the prisoner-ex­ 
change proposals are being 
kept quiet by agreement until 
the U.S. decides whether to 
accept or reject them. 
Eftorts of U.S. diplomats to 
use these talks to obtain a 
list of captured Americanfliers 
list of captured American fli­ 
ers from North Vietnamese 
have not succeeded. The reply 
from Hanoi is that such a list 
must await a halt in the bomb­ 
ing. 
Neither North Vietnam nor 
the Viet Cong National Front 
has answered requests ot the 
International Committee of the 


Red Cross to inspect prisoner 
of war camps and interview 
prisoners, as provided for in 
the 1949 Geneva Conventions. 


THE UNCERTAIN fate of 
these captured U.S. fliers is 
one of the most urgent prob­ 
lems being inherited by Clark 
Clifford as defense secretary 
succeeding Robert McNamara. 
Failure of the Johnson ad­ 
ministration to obtain a pledge 
from Hanoi to adhere to the 
Geneva conventions is causing 
growing 
restlessness 
among 
U.S. pilots in South Vietnam 
and Thailand. 
Several 
members 
of 
the 
Senate and House armed serv­ 
ices committees, after visiting 
Vietnam, warned their respec­ 
tive committees that this un­ 
rest could develop into a ser­ 
ious morale problem. 
Complaints of fliers were in­ 
cluded in a confidential report 
that Sen. Stuart Symington, 
D-Mo.. a close friend of Clif­ 
ford. submitted to the Defense 
Department covering his re­ 
cent Vietnam inspection trip. 


ACCORDING TO a n o t h e r 
lawmaker's report to the Sen­ 
ate armed services committee, 
the increase in Air Force and 
Navy pilot resignations is due 
in part to the failure of the 
government to be effective in 
helping the captured pilots. 


This report states that resig­ 
nations of Air Force pilots 
have quadrupled since 1965 and 
those of Navy pilots are twice 
as high as two years ago. 


These and other reports on 
the prisoners of war problem 
are being studied by a high- 
level Defense Department com­ 
mittee recently set up by out­ 
going Defense Secretary Mc­ 
Namara. Once Clifford takes 
over, several of the committee 
members plan to seek addi­ 
tional authority so the group 
can recommend specific pro­ 
grams and policies to help the 
captured airmen.
